hanges in the charter of the state. 
•The g’ neral assembly 
has 
subm it­ 
ted to the people four proposals 
for 
constitutional 
amendments, two 
of 
them in response to platform pledges 
of the Democratic, Republican 
and 
Progressive parties, one to make pos­ 
sible a statutory law similar to a gen- 
ral code provision which the attor­ 
ney general believes to 
have 
been 
-»acted without constitutional author­ 
ity, and the fourth 
t:> 
make 
more 
alahle bonds issued by political sub­ 
divisions of the state. 
Machine politicians sought to pre­ 
vent the submission of all but the last 
mentioned proposition, but fail* d, and 
it is 
now up to the 
people to say if 
they 
want a n y or all 
of them .Two of 
the proposed amendments have to do 
with the short ballot, the third with 
the right of women to hold adminis­ 
trative offices in institutions devoted 
to the earn and welfare of women 
and children and the last to exempt 
from taxation state, county, municipal 
and township bonds. 
The short ballot proposals aim to 
give 
til" state and 
its counties and 
townships the federal plan of govern­ 
ment, by 
centralizing authority and 
responsibility. 
Dm of -these redact s 
tli'* number of constiutional elective 
officers of the state to governor and 
lieutenant governor, and makes 
the 
positions of secretary ot state, audi­ 
tor of state 
treasuri r of state and 
attorney general appointive. 
An effort to have a similar proposal 
sttbm’tti'l b; last year’s constitutional 
convention failed, due to th<- influence 
brought to bear b v first term state Job­ 
holders who sought re-election. 
Ties 
year only the auditor and treasurer 
are first termers and they opposed the 
change, but without avail, the gover­ 
nor and his political cabinet insisting 
that party pledges be kept by the leg­ 
islature. 
The short ballot proposal for coun­ 
t i e s and townships differs from that 
for the state in that it permits the 
legislature to provide forms of govern­ 
ment. 
I; was the idea of the framers 
of the proposed amendment that o)>- 
tional forms of government were to 
be provided for these political sub­ 
divisions so that each county or town­ 
ship might choose its own plan. 
Ob­ 
jection to a diversity of plans result­ 
ed in the adoption of an amendment 
to the resolution which will, it 
is 
thought, insure 
uniformity 
in 
town­ 
ship government. 
The proposed charter amendment 
making women eligible to hold offices’ 
in institutions like the new' state re 1 
formatory for women, at Marysville, 
and the Girls’ Industrial Home at Del. | 
»ware, is similar to one submitted at 
tlie charter election last fall and de­ 
feated bv popular vote. 
That, how 
ever, provided th at women might hold 
commissions as notaries. 
The proposal for exemption of pub­ 
lic bonds from taxation is ail that r e ­ 
mains of t h e attem pt to secure h o m o 
ule in taxation. 
The proposed c.onsii 
utional amendmt nt for home rule in , 
ixation was shot to death in the as-1 
embly w’hen the discovery was m a d e 1 
hat it opened the door to the single 
ind tax. 
An effort was then made by solons 
from the cities to have a 
proposal 
for classification of property for tax- 
tion submitted to the electorate, but 
this fell by the wayside 
when 
the 
rural legislation got after It. 
The inability of Ohio municipalities 
like Cleveland and .Toledo to market 
their Ixmds at low ratrw 0f interest 
was the argument which caused the 
esolution for tax exemption of bonds 
to he adopted. 
The amendments will all be sub­ 
mitted at the election next November, 
Attorney General Hogan having ren­ 
dered an opinion that municipal elec­ 
tions in odd numbered years are geri- 
ral elections within the meaning of 
the constitution.

stationary, the failure to provide for 
the liquidation of the cit>'s debt by 
the retirement of at least a part 
of 
the refunding bonds which will fall 
due during the coming year is a mat­ 
ter of serious moment. 
One of the 
arguments 
advanced 
against the levying of an additional 
amount for bond retirement 
is 
that 
the reduction or elimination of the 
city’s 
bonded 
indebtedness 
would 
have a tendency to cause freer and 
more extravagant expenditures for pub­ 
lic improvements, and quickly involve 
the city in deeper financial difficul­ 
ties. and still another is that with the 
contemplated change to the 
conimis- 
mission form of government for Sa­ 
lem, thesinking fund trustees would 
make no change at the present time, 
but leave the adjustment of the city’s 
financial status to the new adminis­ 
tration. which, under 
the

commission form, will be both legis­
